Convict* and Road Work. 


There will be general interest in Hie series of meetings to 


be'held under the auspices of the ducational department of 
Hie .national committee on prison labor, as one of the questions 
to.-be,considered relates lo the employment of convict labor 
on^'roads.'. .Many other matters,perlaining;tp prison life and 
manageineni.will.be discussed, but the question of .using con- 
vict lahpr in road building is one that will take the attention of 
the pub'lic generally, as.roads are a-subject of the greatest im- 
portance and one in which'all classes are interested. 


I ft various parls'of the country the practice of working con- 


victs outside of the prisons has been in vogue for some time. 
The "honor'system" prevail?, and il.is claimed that the results 
have been very beneficjaj (p the prisoners as well as to the 
public. And it would seem ihal.if coiiyicts are lo be employed 
in the open there is no better place for them than on the high- 
ways. 


In-the past there has been complaint that work done by 


convicts detracts from thpOpportunities of free labor, and yet 
it is not easy to understand ;whymeii imprisoned for any cause 
should not be compelled ip;d'ci. wha't jh'ey can toward their own 
support. If they do not,|upporf' thejnselves, in part or in full, 
the burden must fall upon'the'public 'as a whole, and this in- 
cludes .every man'and w'biiiilii \\'h6 Works for a living. |-et 
no one flatter himself %l because,,lift- does not pay taxes on 
properly he is not a tax payer/ • pvery man who lives in the 
country pays taxes.

And it would be difficult to name an employment that 


should conflict less with free labor than road making, for the 
simple reason that after the convicts had done all they could
